Slovakia fell and '! Consignor Tiso was execeuted by the Czechoslovakian Government 
as a* criminal.* Dr. Ferdinand -DURCAKSKY. former Minister of Foreign Affairs^ 
from 1939 to 1941 in the A iso Government, was also la ter adjudged a war criminal, 
He eluded apprehension and fled to South America where he ultimately resided 
in Buenos Aires, Argentina. DURCANSKT orgaui^d the °Slovak Action , CcHmaittee ,, 
which advocated the return to the independent autonomous state o'.T Slovakia. 
Reoently DDBCAi'ISKf ’s organisation has been referred to as the "Slovak Libera tion 
Comaittee",. , \
